Ensemble Directors 


Paul Read is Director of Jazz Studies at the University of Toronto. Prior to his appointment to the 
university in 1991, he was Director of Music at Humber College in Toronto. He is a multi-instrumentalist who 
freelances on saxophone, flute, piano and synthesizers. He is a published author, arranger and composer of 
instrumental and vocal music. Besides earning degrees in music (Mus. Bac., M. Mus.) and education (B. Ed.) at 
the University of Toronto, he attended Berklee College in Boston where he studied saxophone with Joe Viola and 


arranging with Ted Pease. He also studied arranging and composition with Gordon Delamont and John Beckwith. 


From 1982 to 1989, Paul was on the jazz faculty of the Saskatchewan School of the Arts and has been 
co-ordinator of the National Music Camp jazz Program in Canada since 1987. He regularly adjudicates and 


presents workshops across Canada in improvisation, ensembles development, as well as saxophone and jazz piano. 


In addition, he is currently chairman of the jazz instrumental division of Music Fest Canada. 


Barry Elmes is a professional freelance musician (drums and percussion) and composer. He has 
performed with many renowned jazz artists including: Dizzy Gillespie, Zoot Sims, Lee Konitz, Slide Hampton, 
Ed Bickert and many others. One of the busiest drummers in Toronto, Barry is a full time member of the Moe 
Koffman Quintet, leads his own group, "Time Warp", and teaches at both York University and the University of 
Toronto. His compositions appear on recordings by both bands. Other credits include albums with Dizzy 
Gillespie, Tommy Flanagan, Hagood Hardy, Brian Browne and several others.
